GRANTS OP' lAND. 

We haro over boon an advocate of tlio 
free land grant systora. Lniida that 
main in a state of Nature, uncultivated 
and unimprovecJ, are worth little or no 
thing the a country. Lands iu the bauds 
of Bijeculators, who will neither Avorl 
them thcmbolvcs uor hoII to others who 
•would work them, are of less value than 
if they had never been alienatedj for had 
the Grown continued to . hold them they 
might have some day beep .sold at a 
low figure; bat in the hands of Bpeoulators 
they cannot be bought at a figure that a 
poor man dare touoh. Land-groed is the 
worst mnlody that can aOlict a capitalist, 
and when the greed has once impelled a 
man to purchase largely and ho refuses to 
cultivate, improve or sell ho becomes a 
publio incubus— a drag-chain ou public 
progress — an obstacle to the growth and 
prosperity of the country bo has selected 
as the scene of operations. There is but 
one cure for a man on whom the malady 
seizbs, and that* cure is— Taxation. Ho 
mast be taxed, and taxed roandly. to 
force him to contribute his gptoia , to the 
support of the Government. If hi) will 
not do it indirectly by allowing settlers 
to occupy his holdings he must bo made 
,todo it directly. Some people— laiul- 
! grabbers, for instance— will call this 
Communism. "We know that it is strictly 
■ iu accordance with the agrarian princi- 
ples of Mill and other writers on political 
economy. We know, too, that it is recog- 
nized and endorsed by a local statute that 
imposes a tax oh wild land— a tax which 
is right iu principle, yet fails to overcome 
the evil becauso it is too light. There are 
in this Province a good many thousand 
acres, of excellent land on which the Gov- 
«mment r&te of one dollar aij acre has 
'.lii'sbeen paid by spoeulatora, and which are 
.pnow uncultivated and are lield for a rise 
as soon as active settlers shal 1 havo im- 
proTed. adjacent lauds. The system under 
which 'fltioh an evil is possible is iniqui- 
tous. The present Land Act would seem 
to havo been framed in the interest of 
speculators. Men with moans have been 
encouraged to come here, buy great tracts 
of lahd.at the .Government price, and go 
away.agaiu. In some instances as high us 
six tHpusand acres have been concentrated 
in the hands of one indinidnal, who will 
neither toil nor spin, nor allow anyone 
else to do eo on his land. Tbus the land 
vill probably bo worthless for all practi 
cat purposes until the energy of neigli- 
bors shall have enhanced the value of tlio 
holdings and the speculator is enabled to 
sell at a baDdsome profit. .The policy of 
every Government ought to be to prevent 
. large tracts of land passing into the pos- 
^setsion of mere speculators who, without 
ooutributiog a sixpenge to the advance- 
ment of the country in any respect, seek 
only to profit by the energy, enterprise 
and industry of those less fortunately 
situated than tbemBelTes who are uot en- 
abled to buy and hold enormous tracts of 
land in anticipation of a market, but must 
improve their claims to provide tbc means 
of subsistence. Well, thr country would 
be better off with the labor abd enterprise 
of a single bona fide settler than with all 
the money speculators might invest in 
lands which they refuse to impro\o or sell. 

Circumstances, however, mny aiiso 
where the country would bo bonetitted by 
jjlaoing in a few hiiuds a considerable 
tract of land iu return for a great benefit 
conferred on the country by the grantees. 
A company of capitalists might propose 
to irrigate a section of country that now 
cannot be brought uuder onllivaiion be- 
cause of the arid nature of its surronnd- 
ingB and which, witbout the employmeut 
of artificial means, must remain a waste 
till the end of time. To encourage such 
a company to invest money in a sj^stem of 
irrigation that would recloim the 
wasta, solid, substantial inducements 
must bo held out. There must 
be a reasonable prospect of the 
profitable investment of capital, or a 
company cannot be induced to take hold 
of the work. To with any scheme that 
mav be approved by the Government for 
dyking and reclaiming the Eraser lands. 
Except there bo reasonable prospects of a 
retuiu of the capital invested, how could 
capitalists be asked to invest in the 
scheme? At present thero are. (say) DO,- 
000 acres of submerged hinds tbat can be 
made cultivable if drained aad dyked; 
and tbcio are adjacent to tho first 50,000 
anollicr ."jO,000 acres of unoccupied lands 
subject to overflow each year to tho mani 
fest injury and loss of the fanner. Well, 
the same' drains and dykes that will re- 
> , deem .the first 50,000 acres would remove 
Ihe second 50,000 from the possibility of 
annual submergence. There would, then, 
bo 100. OUO acres, at present of no use to 
any one, placid iu a jjosiiioii to bo culti- 
vated and tbus add to the iiiatui-ial wealth 
of the country at lurge. To every man 
who will give the scheme the benefit of a 
moment's thought, the reasonableness of 
a proposition which, if accepted, will 
add ICO, 000 ncrea of excellent land to tbe 
productive forces of tho country must bo 
apparent; and if tho Government were to 
make a freo {jraut to a company of a 
certain number of tho acres they should 
reciaim (and which, boar iu mind, without 
tho aid ol the company woiild bo worth- 
loss) they would, m our opinion, do a very 
wise thing. Tlie grantfcs under these 
oircumstauces would occupy a very dillbr- 
ont position to tho class of speculators 
before referred to in this article. In place 
of locking up arable land they would 
render arable what is now Avaste;ftndin 
place of waiting for tho holders of adja- 
cent lands to cultivate aijd improve, tho 
company by the expenditure of capital 
would bo tbe means of assisting their 
neighbors to subdue such portions of 
their lands as cannot now bo cultivated. 
It goes without talking that the Govern- 
ment will see to it that tho public inter- 
ests are conserved, while every reasonublo 
inducement will be h(!ld out to tbe com- 
pany to undertake a gigantic work which 
18 likely to confi'r Ix.nofits of a lasting 
oharnotor on tbe Province.

The Late Collision in the Channel. 

Weymouth, Out. 19.— Tho hull of 
the Forest has again proved quite as 
tough a bit of work as it did yester- 
day, and tho result of the attempts to 
destroy it leaves the ship almost as 
sound as before. At 7 o'clock this 
morning her Majesty's ship Defence 
steamed to the Shambles for tbe pur- 
pose of seeing what could be further 
done to sink the ship. The ironclad 
anchored about a mile and a quarter 
distant from tho wreck, and three 
steam launches were set busily to 
work; from.pne^o|,;th^e§e, half a dozen 
blue jackot8'"di8etnl3arked and got on 
tho bull of the ship, apparently with 
the intention of strij)ping off some of 
ber copper. Three barrels lilled with 
2501bs. or ^OOlbs. of gimpowdor were 
lowered by means of pulleys some 40 
feet down'her quarters, two being un- 
der one quarter and one above. At 
about 2 o'clock these were sprung. 
The effect of tbe explosion was to raise 
the ship a distance of from two to 
three feet. A large quantity of tim- 
ber was seen floating about when tho 
smoke rolled away, but these seemed 
to form a jjortion of her deck planks. 
The hull was afterward seen to settle 
down in the same position as before 
tbe explosion occurred, not the least 
damage being caused to it. Unless 
some other means of destroying it are 
tried there is but little probability of 
removing this hinderance to the navi- 
gation of the Channel. Tho more ef- 
fectual method would no doubt be by 
the use of a torpedo, but this, it iseaid, 
involves a considerable outlay. The 
Portland fishermen strongly advocate 
the use of dynamite, and say if they 
were only left to deal with tho hull 
they would soon make short work of 
it. 

Another corrosiDondeut says the 
wreck lies about three and a half miles 
N. by E. i E. of the Shambles. The 
tide jwas.strong when tbe party from 
tbe'Defence exploded their charge. 
Had they waited a'notber hour proba- 
bly they could have placed their mines 
so as to procure a mor* favorable re- 
sult. As it is, the damage done is in- 
considerable. The wreck has now 
beei^driftiiig a v^ieek iu tbe Channel, 
in' tbe direct course of passing vessels. 
Lord Wilton, whose yacht has taken 
up a position near the 'wreck, was 
watching tbe oiDerations.

An Iron Sbiv Ablaze for Nine Months in 
Mid-Ocean. 

The news that tho British ship Ada 
Iredale, which took fire in mid ocean, on 
a voyage from the Clyde to this port, and 
was abandoned October 16, 1876, drifted 
close into Tahiti and was towed into that 
port Juno 9, 1877. It appears that the 
burning ship at the mercy of tbo currents 
and wiuiis, llouted for nine mouths. Sho 
was towed into Tahiti by a French man- 
of-war and inspucted by the English 
Consul and Captain Turpie. The Captain 
makes the following remarkable report of 
her condition. "The whole of the wood- 
work, indeed everything combustible, has 
been consumed, leaving only tho ironwork 
of what was once a remarkably strong 
and substantial vessel. The foremast has 
fallen over the port side, and has entirely 
disappoared from tho deck upwards. The 
bowsprit, with a portion of the. ]ij>boom, 
still remains, though displaced from its 
pn.sition. Themi-iii and mizzonlowormastn, 
-with all ironwork attached, remain within 
tho siructuro, having fallen in Tho b)-ead 
and water tanks Uave evidently exploded 
after gonoraiiugsteam. . The whole frame 
from 'tween dvok beams'is sadly distorted 
and twisted by the aotion' of tho tiro. 
Many of the beams are broaen by tho 
-weight of deck fittings, etc. The collision 
bulkhead stiil appears intact, There still 
remain, I hhould suppose, r.bout 100 tons 
of ashe.s and debris, which ar 
ing. No water is visible in tl 
tho iron plates of tho ship outwardly ap 
pear littio damaged. The bottom is clean 
—kept so, I imagine, by the intense heat. 
Tho ligurehead is uninjured. From tho 
position whore she was abandoned to 
this place is about 2,350 miles. The ship 
has therefore drifted that distance between 
'October 15, 1876, and June 9, 1877. Tho 
courno mude by the burning wreck I sup- 
pose to bo about AV.S.AV., south of Pau- 
niota group; then meeting with the south- 
east winds which prevail duiiug April, 
May iiud .Tuno, she has driven to the 
northwest until taken in tow by tho 
■French man of- war. It is a m jat remark- 
able thing that a burning ship should 
have drifted over eight months in tho Pa- 
citic witl)ont boiug reported, and that sho 
should at Inst bo brought into tho port 
which her captiiii) and crow had reached 
seven monlh.s previously." Wliat is equal- 
ly as strange as the floating of tho burn- 
ing ship, is that she should have 
drifted to the port at which her captain 
and crew had taken refuge niaa months 
ago,— S. F. Bulletin.

EUROPE. 

London, Oct. 24.— A special from Ber- 
lin saya the ultramontane and moderate 
liuerals -vrill probably combine with tho 
advanced liberals to usk for a defioito ex- 
planation of the present extraordinary 
state of things. It is felt that the Cabi- 
net is a less uniform body than is desira- 
ble and that Parliament might as well ba 
vouchsafed some communication respect- 
ing the intention of the Premier. There 
can be liitle duubt that Bismarck is dis- 
atistied with the free trade and direct 
taxation polioy, passed by two of his col- 
leagues and that be thinks the Ministry 
of commerce iiiight have done something 
to shorten the unparallod duration 
of stagnation of trade. Tlio right wing of 
moderate liberals, though thoy have cor- 
dially co-ojieratcd with tlio existing Gov- 
ernment in bringing about the present 
state of things, are prepared to adopt a 
different policy and take the line recom- 
munded by the Premier.An opinion began 
to prevail iiraong moderate liberals that 
the country has not capitai enough for 
free trade priuciph-s, and that tho revenue 
would not have fallen otrao sensibly had 
not indirect taxation been abaudoued. 

Madrid, Oct. 24. — It is stated that Don 
Tomms Estrada and other Cnbian leaders 
taken prisoners in Cuba will be brought 
to Spain.

EiOHMOND, Ky., Sept. 21. — Jasper Man- 
pin was a member of alarge and wealthy 
family living a few miles oast of heie 
Tho family numbers in all its branch • 
perhaps tbirty or more men, roted for 
their hors-es and hounds, tht-ir lovo of 
fox-hunting, and for their utter iudififer- 
ence to rianger when attacked or their 
honor called in question. JohuBuroaiu, 
constable of Glasto Township, thutportiou 
of the county wi,c re tlie Maui in - lived, wi ■ 
a typical KeutucUian. In ppi-son tall, 
broad shouldered, liuudsomo, quick on 
the trigger, but uofortunately quarrel- 
some, and indeed, it is said, rather foud 
of killing people. His history is marked 
by a number of desperate crimes includ 
iug the murder of two men, one of ihem 
it iS Said, in cold blood, and other conduct 
which marked him us a man to be feared 
and dreaded. 

In January last a quarrel sprang up 
between Bnrnam and Jasper Maupiu, 
which resnlted iii the'shooting of Burnam 
tlvn times by IVIaupin. Yesterday tho 
trial of .daupin was to have occ.irred, ami 
Burnam, partially recovered from his 
wounds, was in town, evidently with the 
determination of having revenge upon 
Maupin. Ho was backed bj four of his 
friends, the prinoipal of whom were Kit 
Ballard and William Oornelisou, while 
Maupin was backed by bis relatives, each 
armed with heavy revolvers and determin- 
ed upon the extermination of the other or 
deatli to themselves. 

The parties firs(. m'et in the corridors 
of the Court House and revolvers were 
drawn on both aides, but the interven- 
tion of friends thpy were induced to re- 
frain from sbooting. After the adjourn- 
meui of the Court, however, Buruum, 
accompanied by his friends, siatioued 
himself on the sidewalk near a livery 
staolu where Maupin must pass to get his 
horse. Tho Mauiuns. seeing this action, 
consult^'d a miunent, but ouly a moment, 
wiieu Ja-;per. putting his hand upon his 
revolver, .it .rted boldly along the sido- 
walii in too (iifet'tiou of the siaiile. His 
b.icners, many of whom were alrejdy 
ino.inte-i, .Mopp'.'d about lifty feet away to 
wat-'ii the res 11. t. 

Maupin wal.;e , quietly down the street 
till ho got opposite and nearly past 
Barnum, still hiving his hand on bis 
revolver, and looking back us he passed. 
When sudiienly Burn.im drew a heavy re- 
volver froia under his coat, and stepping 
quickly towards Muupia, without saying 
a -.vord, placed the mnzzly against his 
■ Diolicad, md b'-foro Maupin could draw, 
tired. Iho ball oiitere.i the brain, ami 
Maupin fell to inei-id walk, liying Tneu 
Muupiu's frioiids opened tire from tho 
corner, jumping from their hors s and 
running towards tbe party. Lee Maupin 
laii owards Burnam, aud' levelling his 
revolver, flierl. Burnum fell dead upon 
llie sidewali!, bis feil resting across those 
uf ins victim, and the blood fl iwing from 
his moutli and wounds in bis head. Leo 
iMau[)in, not yot content with his revenge 
upon his brother's murderer, rusheil 
again to the body of his victim, aud ."toop- 
ing over it, sent another ball through his 
head, and was followed in this act by 
another of the Maupin family. 

At tho same tune tlie otbor had opened 
fire on Corueilson and Ballard, who both 
received shots through the head, and, 
staggering a few ttsps, fell dying. The ex- 
ample of Lee Maupin was toUowed by bis 
fallows, whodehberaloly appro. icheil their 
victims while they wero dying, sending 
tho heavy bulls from thoir pistols through 
their heads. Then, there being no imuo 
friends of the vanquished party remaining 
^ive, the'oarnage'oeased. The brothers 
of the wounded Maupin gathered about 
tho dying man, nnii, siill grasping tbe 
instrument of death m bands red with the 
blood of his murderer, ki-sed his pale 
face and wept like children. Then he 
was carried to a sturo near by, but expired 
in a few minutes. Thju they turned 
again thoir attention to his" murderer*, 
aud. finding them, dead, sheathed their 
revolvers and quietly gave themselves up 
to the Sheriff. 



English Mail, , . 

A dreadful tragedy has occurred at 
Spondon, a village about four miles 
from Derby, A young married woman, 
named Emma Barrow, who resided 
with her husband and three children 
in Erasmus street, Derby, -was driven 
when in a state of desperation to drown 
two of her children, one a year aud 
the other three years of age, and after- 
wards to commit suicide. She and her 
husband have lived together most un- 
happily for a long time, on account of 
the man's intemperate habits, and, it 
is said, that he frequently ill-treated 
her shamefully, although she was an 
industrious and respectable woman. 
Oq Wednesday morning the County 
Court baliffa entered her bouse and 
took possession of the furniture for 
rent, and it seems this additional 
trouble caused her to resolve to tako 
away the life of herself and ber cbild- 
ren. ffjr immediately after the entry of 
the baliffs she" left" tho house. She 
was seen walking on tbo towing-path 
of the canal with her children, one of 
whom gathered blackberries, and she 
was heard talking by a railway points- 
man. An hour afterwards tho bodies 
of all three were found.drowned in tue 
can,.l by a man who was fishing. 

Tho Court of Aldermen seem to be de- 
termined not to admit Sir John Bennett 
into their Court. Sir John's .second elec- 
tion bad placed him at the head of the 
poll by a large majority, and on 'Tuesday 
ha accordingly presented himself at the 
Court for admission. A petition, hov/ever, 
had been presented praying the Court 
not to admit him. as in tho opini-m of tbe 
petitioners Sir John was not a fit and 
proper person to bo appo nted as an 
alderman of the city of London. ■ A 
noisy meeting followed, but in tho end 
the Court decided against Sir John, 
who returned with his supporters wrath- 
ful and dissatisfied. 'Tiie Lord Mayor 
will now issue a precept for a fresh elec- 
tion in tbo ward of Cheap, and probal ly 
Sir Joh-n Bennett will again present him- 
self as a candidate, as he bas'^deolared bis 
intention of carrying on the contest to 
the bitter end. 

At a general meeting of the Midland 
Farmers' Club Mr. G. Lindsey read a pa- 
per on "A few features of American farm- 
ing," in which ho pointed out the jiroba- 
bility of the United Stales ultimately s<j- 
curing tho control of the grain markets of 
Europe, the present wi»r greatly tending 
to limit tbe udvautages of Ilnssia, now 
the greatest cereal-producing country. In 
the discussion Mr. Houghton contended 
that tho produce of wheat per acre in 
Amoiica was only about ono-hulf that of 
England, and the larger aggregate yield 
was only due the great extent of l^nd un- 
der cultivation.
